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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
HEALTH  COMMITTEE 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  sixth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
West  Lancashire  Rural  District. 

The  District  has  remained  healthy  during  the  year  1951,  although  there  was 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified — 964  compared  with  536 
in  1950.  The  increase  was  mainly  due  to  increased  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough,  which  together  accounted  for  809  of  all  notified  cases  of  infectious  disease. 
There  was  a  mild  epidemic  of  Measles  in  February  and  March  and  a  further  outbreak 
in  December.  During  January  an  epidemic  of  Influenza  which  occurred  in  the 
North  West  affected  the  Rural  District  where  there  were  38  deaths  from  this  disease. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  13.4  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  13.3  in  1950. 

The  Death  Rate  was  13.4  per  1,00'0  population  compared  with  10.2  in  1950. 
The  increase  of  3.2  is  probably  attributable  to  the  Influenza  epidemic  at  the  begin' 
ning  of  the  year.  Although  the  number  of  deaths  from  Influenza  was  only  38,  many 
elderly  people,  after  apparently  recovering  from  attacks  of  Influenza,  died  from 
related  or  constitutional  diseases.  The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
12.5  per  1,000  population. 

On  April  1st,  1951,  the  major  portion  of  the  Parish  of  Netherton  was  ceded 
to  the  Borough  of  Bootle  and  ceased  to  belong  to  the  Rural  District.  This  involved 
a  loss  of  some  3,280  population  and  approximately  £26,517  of  Rateable  Value.  It 
is  doubtful  whether  any  advantage  will  accrue  to  these  people  by  the  change  of 
Local  Authority. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  remains  one  of  the  main  Public  Health  problems,  and 
there  is  little  evidence  that  it  is  on  the  decline.  There  is  room  for  further  preventive 
measures  to  be  taken  to  reduce  the  toll  of  this  disease.  Two  measures  to  this  end 
are  the  provision  of  adequate  housing  for  Tuberculous  persons  and  the  removal  of 
infectious  cases  to  hospital  when  diagnosed.  Both  these  measures  should  be  pursued 
with  more  vigour  than  they  are  at  present. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Committee  for  their 
continued  interest  and  support  and  the  Members  of  the  Staff  for  their  willing 
assistance  at  all  times.

BIRTHS 

There  were  590  births  recorded  during  the  year,  of  which  301  were  male  and 
289  female;  and  including  14  illegitimate  births,  7  male  and  7  female.  The  crude 
birth  rate  was  14.2  per  1,000  population.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  per  1,000  popula¬ 
tion  (comparability  factor  0.95)  was  13.4  compared  with  13.3  in  1950. 

The  number  of  births  showed  a  fall  of  37  births  compared  with  1950,  which 
is  due  to  the  loss  of  Netherton  during  the  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
shows  a  decline  from  15.8  to  15.5. 


DEATHS 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1951  was  526,  an  increase  of 
97  over  the  previous  year.  The  crude  death  rate  was  12.6  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  9.6  in  1950.  The  adjusted  death  rate  (comparability  factor  1.06) 
was  13.4  per  1,000  population.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12.5. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  rate  per  1,000  births  (live  and  still)  was  1.66  compared 
with  1.55  for  1950.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  .79.  Only  one  mater¬ 
nal  death  occurred  in  the  Rural  District  during  the  year. 

Infant  Mortality. 

There  were  24  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  rate  of  41  per  1,000  live  births,  an  increase  on  the  figure  for  1950  v./hich 
was  32.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  29.6  per  1,000  live  births. 

Still  Births 

The  number  of  still  births  during  1951  was  11,  of  which  9  were  male  and  2 
female.  This  is  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  18  per  1,000  live  and  still  births.  One  ot 
these  still  births  was  illegitimate.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 

Hospital  Accommodation 

There  are  no  General  Hospitals  in  the  District,  but  patients  are  accommodated 
in  the  Ormskirk  County  Hospital,  which  has  a  Maternity  Block,  or  in  the  hospitals 
of  the  adjacent  towns  of  Liverpool,  Southport  and  Preston. 

All  infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  where  necessary  to  the  Fazakerley 
Isolation  Hospital,  Liverpool,  or  to  the  New  Hall  Isolation  Hospital,  Scarisbrick. 

Ambulance 

Ambulance  Services  are  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  from 
Stations  at  Burscough,  Crosby,  Formby,  Tarleton  and  Banks.  In  general,  an 
ambulance  can  reach  any  part  of  the  Rural  District  within  15  minutes.

OIPHTHERIA 

Central  Clinics  are  held  at  certain  of  the  schools  in  the  Rural  District 
where  children  from  the  neighbouring  schools  attend  for  immunisation  treatment, 
together  with  pre-school  children  from  the  surrounding  districts.  In  addition, 
a  monthly  clinic  is  held  at  The  Clinic,  Ormskirk  General  Hospital,  a  monthly  clinic 
at  the  Maghull  Parish  Institute  and  a  fortnightly  clinic  at  the  Banks  School 
Clinic. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  only  one  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred 
in  the  Rural  District  during  the  year.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  is  due  to  the 
energetic  policy  of  Immunisation  which  has  been  carried  out  over  the  last  ten  years.

Improvement,  by  way  of  connection  to  the  sewer  could  be  efiected  in  the  case 
of  8  cottages. 

There  are  no  houses  or  cottages  in  the  Parish  considered  so  bad  as  to  be  placed 
in  Categories  4  or  5  (Reconditioning  or  Demolition). 

Maintenance  of  the  older  type  of  cottage  was  found  to  be  quite  good,  the 
principal  shortcomings  being  absence  of  amenities  such  as  hot  water  supply  and  a 
fixed  bath. 

The  total  number  of  Local  Authority  houses  is  68  to  date.  West  Lancashire 
Council  own  a  total  of  18  and  Crosby  Corporation  had  completed  30  at  the  time 
the  survey  was  made.

Approximately  37^  of  the  houses  are  more  than  60  years  old.  Nearly  all  of 
which  are  without  hot  water  supply.  Rising  dampness  is  very  pronounced  due  to 
absence  of  damp  proof  coursing. 

Of  the  remaining  63%,  the  general  standard  is  fairly  good.  In  the  ’^''^addma- 
area,  several  groups  of  houses  are  drained  jointly  to  large  septic  tanks.  Bei..ause  of 
lack  of  adequate  fall,  many  of  these  tanks  are  inefficient  and  require  mo;e  than  the 
ordinary  amount  ot  attention. 

The  total  number  of  Council  houses  to  date,  is  68,  representing  17%  of  the 
houses  in  the  Parish. 

The  number  of  houses  requiring  structural  alterations  or  repairs  in  order  to 
bring  them  up  to  modern  standards  is  115.  No  applications  from  Owners  for  grants 
under  the  1949  Housing  Act  have  been  received,  and  much  remains  to  be  done  in 
the  way  of  repairs. 

Five  cottages  were  considered  so  unfit  that  they  have  been  provisionally  placed

The  standard  of  housing  in  the  Parish  is  very  good.  Out  of  a  total  of  876 
houses,  all  but  25  enjoy  full  amenities. 

Mains  water  supply  is  provided  to  every  house,  and  with  the  exception  of  8 
cottages,  all  have  water  closets  installed. 

The  total  number  of  Council  houses  to  date  is  62.  Of  this  number  58  are 
post-war  built  and  4  pre-war. 

The  latter,  because  of  absence  of  hot  water  supply,  have  been  placed  in  Cate¬ 
gory  2. 

The  14  houses  in  Category  5  (Demolition)  are  all  more  than  60  years  old. 
They  are  fairly  well  maintained  and  are  serving  a  useful  purpose,  but  because  of 
structural  defects,  dampness  in  varying  degrees  and  lack  of  amenities,  it  is  not  con¬ 
sidered  that  they  could  be  reconditioned  at  reasonable  cost.

During  the  year  two  unoccupied  cottages  were  dealt  with  under  Section  1 1  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1936.

3.  Milk  Sampling.

Six  samples  were  submitted  for  Methylene  Blue  reduction  tests  and  were  satis- 
factory.

5.  Bakehouses.

One  hundred  and  seventy^three  visits  and  inspections  were  made  to  the  premises 
where  the  ice-cream  is  manufactured  and  sold. 

During  the  year  forty-eight  samples  of  ice-cream  were  obtained  and  submitted 
for  the  Methylene  Blue  reduction  test.

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949 

The  control  of  rats  and  mice  infestation  has  been  maintained  during  the  year 
and  a  routine  search  continued  in  a  similar  manner  to  that  of  the  previous  years. 
Disinfestation  has  been  carried  out  at  private  dwellings,  business  premises,  schools 
and  canteens. 

The  practice  of  providing  free  assistance  to  occupiers  of  private  dwelling  houses 
has  been  continued.  The  occupiers  of  premises  and  lands  other  than  private  dwell' 
ings,  where  infestation  is  discovered  or  reported,  are  required  to  reimburse  the  Local 
Authority  for  the  expenditure  incurred.  The  treatment  to  remedy  infestations  is 
that  prescribed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

The  treatment  of  sewers  has  been  dealt  with  by  the  Surveyor’s  Department, 
and  periodical  re'treatment  is  carried  out  to  prevent  serious  re'infestation. 

The  fullest  co'operation  which  exists  with  the  Lancashire  Agricultural  Executive 
Committee  continued  during  the  year  in  respect  of  treatment  of  farm  lands.
